All tho despatches received 
by the Associated Press point to a Japanese victory, thoucih It is not 
yet known whether the full force of Vice Admiral Rojestvensky's 
fighting ships took part in tho contest, which, according to tho de- 
spatciies, took placo in the comparatively narrow waters of the Straits 
of Korea. 

Tho flrst mformatien came in a despatch from the American consul 
at Nagasaki to tho state department at Washlnoton, telling that the 
Japanese had siitik one Russian battleship, four other warships and a 
repair ship in tho Korean straits, and this was followed by a despatch 
received by tho state department, the date of which was not given, that 
tho Japanese government had made the announcement that Its fleet had 
engaged tlie Russians in the Korean straits on Sunday and had held 
them. 

Tho state department also received information that the two ves- 
sels reported to have been sunk were the sister battleships Orel and 
Borodino, and three other ships were cruisers. From Tisingtua, the 
German port on tho Shangtung peninsula, came a report that a run- 
ning naval engagement took place near the island of Oki, in tho 
sen of Japan, two hundred miles north of tho straits of Korea, and that 
the whole Russian fleet did not participate, the slower vessels being 
sent around Japan.

Washington, May 2S. — A despatch was received at the American 
state department today saying that the Japanese government had 

made the announcement that its fleet had engaged the Russians in the 
Straits of Korea Saturday and had held them. The reported sinking 
of the battleships Orel and Borodino is mentioned in a despatch re- 
ceived at the state department today from tho consul at Magasaki. 

The belief in naval circles in Washington is that the Japanese re- 
sorted to a free use of their torpedo boats in their attacks on the 
vossels of Vice Admiral Rojestvensky's fleet. The Japanese have a 
large number of torpedo boats in their fleet and they demonstrated 
their effectivoness in tho operations around Port Arthur. Naval of- 
ficials here tonight express the opinion that it wns unlikely that such 
serious losses as those reported could have been inflicted by ordinary 
gun fire, 

The Orel and Borodino, battleships reported sunk in the naval en- 
gagement in the Straits of Korea, were among the newest vessels of tho 
fleet of RojostvonsUy. The Borodino was four years old, being launched 
at Kronstadt in 1901, and the Orel was launched a year later, in 1902. 
Tho warships wore alike in .every particular, built after- the. same model. 
Each was heavily armored. with plates almost a foot ^in'thibknosa — 11.6 
inches to be exdct; They were vessejs of 13,510 tons displacement, 
each with a nomlnual' speed of eighteen knota. 

Sfxteen largo guns, besides the secondary and minor armament, 
were mounted on both tho Orel and Borodino. Each of the battleships 
carried four 12-inch gunj and twelve 6-inch guns. Tho loss of these 
two ships, which were of the best of the fleet, will leave the Rtisslan. 
admiral with but two battleships built since 1898, the flagship'' 'Kinlar 
Suvaroff and tho Alexander lllq both of which aro of tho same model 
and tonnage, and have similar armament to the Orel and Borodino. 

Both of the lost battleships measured 397 feet by 76 feet, with a 
draught of 26 feet. They had a lofty spar deck fully 30 feet abovo 
tho water line, extending from tho bow to the quarter deck. Tho 
heavy guns': vvere in pairs, fore and aft. l^oi^vard^Ayas mounted a pair 
of 12.4-inoh guris in a turret, which ''waV proteeteci' by eleven inches 
of armor, and another pair of heavy guns of similar size, pro- 
tected in the same manner as those forward, were mounted aft. 
There were 30 other guns of the intermediate b.attery, and each of the 
two ' vessels carried: two submerged torpedo tubes and.two above water. 
A apeeiai ifeature' of ^ their vortical longitudinal 

bullkhoads, with 11-inch armor running throughout tho whole length 
of the ship at a distance of nine or ton feet from the shipa 'aides, de- 
signed' to localize the effect of a blow from a torpedo boat.

(ihinaman's House Dynamited. 

Cumberland, May 27. — (Special.), — 
Last evening at S o'clock a very pretty 
wedding was solemnized in Trinity 
church by Rev. Mr. Willemar, assisted 
by Rev. Mr. Christmas, the rector. The 
contracting- parties were Miss Hottle 
Abrams, eldest daughter of James 
Abrams, S. M., and Mr. C. Gallanders, 
of Vancou-ver. - The full choir furnished 
appropriate music. The bride was given 
away by her father and attended by 
her sister. Miss Laura Abrams. Mr.

The ex- 
plosion was so great as to shake build- 
ings on the Cumberland townsite, fully 
a mile distant. The local Chinese are 
very much -worked up over the affair.

THE CELEBRATION. 

Wo publish a letter from JTr. Sliakes- 
lionro, chairinau of the •ot-lebnUiou -coiu- 
laitteo, taking umbrage at the editorial 
remarks appearing' iu yesterday's issue 
on the celebration. If perchance what 
was said ^^as taken to bo a reflection up- 
on the work of tho coniiiuttoo, ivc re- 
gret it. Tho object "was to discuss tho 
'policy of the celebratiou which the com- 
mittee Tvas Instructed in public niootin;; 
to carry out, and not in nny uufrioudlj 
.spbit; but rather .wilh a view to the 
couduct of future celebrations l>ase<l on 
experience this year. The success of tlu> 
celebration just ended, dn some details, is 
a matter upou which opinion will be hon- 
estly divided. Tho committee worked 
hard and iu tho best interests of the 
celebration as directed. Such service is 
always onerous and often thankless, and 
in TCferrin;^ to what mijrlit bo re^'arded 
;is "mistakes," -we, poiliaps, unjustly in- 
cluded the committee, wlini ccrlaiii fiM- 
tures of the policy aiioplvii only were in 
view. 

Similar reinaii;s aiipiy to the discus- 
sion of^ the lioldin;,- of the lireworks at 
the Gorge, whieli have alsi> been cfilieiz- 
ed. Not tho slightest reflection ou the 
lirev.'orks as a feature of the celebratiou 
oould be extracted 'from our comments 
or upon the British Coluiuliia lOlectric 
Ilaihvay in that connection. The lire- 
works themselves were a .success, and all 
'their physical .surroundings contributed 
to the enjoyment of those present. Our 
a'oinarks were directed to the plaeo dI' 
holding as a matter of the greatest pub- 
lic eonvenionco in view of the class of 



adventurers? Awoji td -tbe' north, Sir 
Alexander MackoLHle, the Orst of the 
wliite men to make the overland jour- 
ney, had, in 1703, reached the Pacific 
Oceau at Bella Coqla; but tho great 
central West of America ;nt tlie time -vras 
wholly nnd absolutely unknown, exctpt 
to a few hunters nnd trappers who he- 
camo in many ways practically idonti- 
.fied .wltlii.the uatiiTe racea. among whom 
they lived. .'It' is truV'^fiff 
Bonaparte and not to Jefl'erson belongs 
the cieilit oi: the United States acipiiring 
Louisiana'. Ue was iu straits for money 
■and, fearing ho could not iiold the terri- 
tory against the English, cousuraniated a 
sale for 80,000,000 francs, Jefferson be- 
ing a rather nervous ptirchascr. The 
latter, however, was soon inspired with 
tho possibU'ities of extending •United 
States territory to tho Pacific,' .aaid for 
this purpose planned an expedition to 
follow the Missouri to its source, cross 
tho "shining niouutaius" desa-ibcd by 
'Oapt. Oarver, discover the aoorce of tho 
IColumbfa river, and follow it to its om- 
boirchemont in tiio western occtu. Jef- 
ferson, to obtain the funds for such an 
expedition, Jiad to treat with an unwill- 
ing Congress; he bad laJso intornatioDal 
difflcultics to encounter. Lotiistatm ter- 
ritory, 1,000,000 square miles iu area, 
extended rather indotiuitely at that 
tiiuo westerly, nortlnresteriy and nortli- 
erly and the bo^ndAries more or less di- 
rectly affected claims made 'by the Span- 
ish, British and "Russian governments. 
CongrcBs took very little interest iu a K-r- 
ritory wholly unknown to its nienibera, 
and tho "flat© ol nations" ou tlio racitic 
Coast -was not then a live issue in poli- 
tics. Jefferson finally sueceeiied in se- 
curing a .small appropriation by resort to 
(luostionablo tactics, lie wrote a secret 
message to Congress stating the real ob- 
ject of the expedition to be that <i£ mak- 
ing claims to the I'aeilie slope hasinl on 
"discovery," while at the same tiino 
lulled diplomatic representatives at 
W'aghiugton to sleep by descrihiiig tho 
l)roposed eipedition as one in the inter- 
ests oi: "scieui'c and literature," and act- 
ually suceeedi'il in obtaining /letters oC 
credit to their various govornmeuts in 
case members oi; the exiiedition eliouhl 
land themselves in foreign territory land
